The dispute over the question of ecclesiastical representation for the 
Federation of Synagogues on the London Board for Shechita reached a 


crucial stage this week. 


On Monday the Federation issued an 


ultimatum threatening to set 


up its own shechila organisation unless the Board approved a formula 


for representation previously drafted by the ( hief Rabbi. 


The Executive 


of the Board on Wednesday recommended a change in the formula which, 


while granting representation to the 
Federation would, in effect, retain for 
the Chief Rabbi supreme authority 
over the Board's  eccclesastical 
members. 

However, this recommendation was 
later stated by the President of the 
Federation to be “ unacceptable.” 


THE NEW FORMULA

The amendment to Law 16 of the 
Constitution of the London Board 
for Shechita which would allow the 
Federation of Synagogucs to be 
represented on the Board's Eccles: 
astical Authorities, when such repre- 
ecntative is “acting under the 
authority of the Chief Rabbi,” was 
approved by the Exccutive Commit- 
tec af its mecting on Wednesday. 


The President of the Board, Mr. 
S. Boxcr, made a statement to the 
mecting setting out the protracted 
negotiations which had been con- 
ducted with the Federation and the 
Chief Rabbi to arrive at a formula 
which would be acceptable to all 
parties. Mr. Boxer said that the 
President of the Federation, Mr. M. 
Lederman, had repeatedly stated that 
he agreed that the nomination of a 
rabbi from the Federation to serve 
as an ccclesiastica) authority to the 
Roard should be made only after first 
obtaining the approval of the Chief 


Rabbi. But. said Mr. Boxer, Mr. 
lederman did not want the . words 
“with the approval of the (C het 
Rabbi” to appear as part of the 


amendment to the Law. 
It was, therefore, agreed by the 


Hon. Officers of the Board. Mr. 
Boxer went on, that in order to 
accommodate Mr. Lederman the 


word “ when” be inserted in Law 16. 
Ihe Law. as amended, and which 
i+ to be submitted to the next meet- 
inz of the Board on March 3» for 
adoption, would read as follows:

ARGUMENT AT FEDERATION |

The Federation's ultimatum was 
Issued on Monday when the General 
Council passed a resolution which 
stated that it agreed “in principle” 
to the Hon. Officers’ recommendation 
fo set up their own shechita organisa- 
tion, and that the principle would 
become reality if the London Board 
for Shechita did not agree to allow 
the Federation representation on its 
Fcclesiasical Authorities. 

The resolution, passed after more 
than two hours of argument among 
the 200 members of the Council, 
empowered the Hon. Officers to set 
up a shechita organisation as soon 
as practicable and allowed the 


Shechita Advisory Committee, set up 
by the Executive, to prepare a detailed 
plan for presentation to the General 
( ouncil, as soon as possible, for the 
implementation of the scheme. 
There was a proviso which said that 
should a satisfactory agreement be 
reached with the London Board the 
guestion would be reconsidered. 
Another resolution was passed 
which confirms the establishment of 
the existing Rabbinical Court of the 
Federation, known as the Rabbinate 
of the Federation of Synagogues.

Court, probably at Philpot Street 
Synagogue. Dayan Dr. M. Krausz. 
of Leeds Beth Din, is to be invited 
to serve on the Rabbinate. 

Presenting the case on the shechita 
issue. Mr. M. Lederman, the President 
of the Federation. said that the ques- 
tion of direct representation of the 
Federation Rabbinate on the Ecclesi- 
astical Authorities of the London 
Board for Shechita was first raised 
about cight years ago, The Chief 
Rabbi had repeatedly urged the Board 
to amend ifs constitution to provide 
for such representation. And. said 
Mir Lederman. the Board had failed 
to carry out the directive of the Chief 
Rabbi. who had assured them that 
his decision was final. 

When in 1956 the Federation had 
appointed a Principal [now 
Davan M. Swift] there was still no 
invitation from the Board for 
Shechita. said Mr. Lederman, and that 
was “one of the reasons which caused 


the resignation of the Principal 
Rabbi.” 
On January 14. 1960. after the 


Chief Rabbi had left for his holiday 
abroad. the President of the Board 
for Shechita wrote stating that the 
Board had requested an alteration in 
the Chief Rabbi's formula. “ We also 
received a letter from the President of 
the United Synagogue stating that this 
formula was not acceptable to them,” 
Mr. Lederman added. 


“J.C.” Criticised 


Mr. ! ederman then criticised what 


he described as “the remarkable 
editorial” that appeared iast 
week's issue of Tmt 


CHRONICLE. The writer of the article 
concerned himself. he said, with the 
prestige of the Chief Rabbinate. 

“ Our dispute is clearly not with the 
Chief Rabbi. If the Board for 
Shechita had accepted his .decisions 
the matter would have been closed 
long ago.” 

Mr. Lederman added that he had 
sent a letter to the Chief Rabbi 
appealing to him “at this critical 
Stage " to save the situation. 

The discussion was opened by Mr. 
(. Levy (Springfield Synagogue), who 
said that the President's statement was 
100 per cent justified. 

Mr. T. Arran suggested that the 
matter be postponed. “Let us do 
this so that the Board for Shechita 
cannot say “We cannot act under 


duress.’ Let us wait for two days.” 
Mr. I. Ragol-Levy asked what were 
the disabilities that the Federation 


would suffer by not having its own 
representative on the Board's 
EFeclesiastical Authorities? .“‘ No one 
has vet told me what. we should 
suffer. We have no financial obliga- 
tions to the Board.”

At this stage Mr. M. Webber put 
forward an amendment calling on the 
Hon. Officers of the Federation to 
prepare a detailed plan for the imple- 
mentation of the scheme. 

A charge that the Federation had 
no mandate to form its own shechita 
board and that it should take advice 
from the great rabbis here and in 
Isracl on this point, was made by 
Mr. M. Grvynhaus. He asked how 
the Council could vote on such an 
important matter without first find- 
ing Out the views of the synagogues 
in the Federation. 

Mr. S. Goldberg (Stamford Hill 
Beth Hamedrash) said that the Beth 
Hamedrash had that dav received a 
telegram from the Chief Rabbi's 
secretary which read: “The Chief 
Rabbi emphatically opposes any pro- 
posal for separate shechita.” ~ 

Mr. Lederman called for a wnani- 
mous decision on the issue. He sug- 
gested that the Council accept the 
amendment of Mr..Webber and that 
it be imcorporated in the main 
resolution. 

The resolution was then put and, 
according to Mr. Lederman, it was 
carried unanimously. despite the fact 
that some hands were raised in 
Opposition!

WOLFSON GRANT FOR

The Isaac Wolfson Foundation has 
made a grant of £200,000 to the 
Royal Society to endow a special 
Wolfson Research Professorship. 
The first holder of the professor- 
ship has yet to be appointed, It is 
announced that he will be a dis- 
tinguished British scientist who “ will 
work in the physical sciences’ or their 
borderlines with biology.” 

The grant amounts to the largest 
single sum the Royal Society has ever 
received in its 300 years of existence.

with Hitler, and the Council members 
who did it very soon recanted, If 
comparisons are to be made I would 
rather look to the occupant of another 
post almost as hazardous as the Presi- 
dency of the Federation. For it is 
rather to Khruschev than to the 
Fihrer that Mr. Lederman bears some 
resemblance. Both are tough, shrewd, 
and, above all, folksy. 

The President has acquired a tech- 
nique of his own in dealing with his 
turbulent Council. “I do not think 
any great orator—and I am not one— 
could have explained the position 
better or clearer than I did.’ Mr. 
Lederman is very conscious of the 
real sense of grievance and inferiority 
complex which his members feel 
vis-a-vis the “ Big Brother” of what 
he ‘euphemistically calls “ another 
synagogal body.”

He told them that the 
Board for Shechita had been for 150 
years an independent body. But, 
alas, today, he said, it has become 
“an instrument of only one synagogal 
organisation.”

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


REMEMBER TO FORGET 


UDAISM, in common with 

other great religions and 

systems of thought, is rich in 
paradoxes. Free-will and deter- 
minism, immanence and trans- 
cendence, particularism and univer- 
salism are but a few of the 
apparently irreconcilables in Jewish 
theology. But even to the mind 
acquainted with this aspect of 
Judaism the stark polarity of the 
twin injunction in this week's 
special regding from the Law must 
come 4 shock. 

We are commanded to bicot out 
the remembrance of Amalek from 
under the heaven and, in the next 
breath. “thou shalt not forget.” 
For almost two thousand years the 
Jew has been fulfilling the precept 
titterly to forget about Amalek-— 
by piously recalling his memory 
each vear at this time. “ Dont LOr- 
vet to remember to forget” is 
surely the ne plus ultra of the 
paradoxical. How many of us 
would even think of Amalek were 
we not annually reminded of him”? 


»HILOSOPHERS would appear 
to differ about the significance 
of the presence of the paradox 
within a religious system. Accord- 
ine to some it is a sign of mental 
fatigue, a sort of theological cramp, 
4 breakdown. Yet in the greatest 
religions, as, indeed, in Judaism, 
the paradoxes do not crop up after 
centuries of religious creativity 
they are there from the outset. 
Clearly there is something in the 
very nature of religious and philo- 
sophical thinking at a certain level 
which invariably resolves itself into 
the paradox as the only means of

SHECHITA CRISIS DEADLOCK 
London Board Amendment Rejected 


The dispute over the question of ccclesiastical representation for the 
Federation of Synagogues on the London Board for Shechita reached a 


crucial stage this week. 


On Monday the Federation issued an ultimatum threatening to set 
up its own shechita organisation unless the Board approved a formula 


for representation previously drafted by the Chief Rabbi. 


The Executive 


of the Board on Wednesday recommended a change in the formula which, 


while granting representation to the 
Federation would, in effect, retain for 
the Chief Rabbi supreme authority 
over the Board's ecclesiastical 
members. 

However, this recommendation was 
later stated by the President of the 
Federation to be “ unacceptable.” 


THE NEW FORMULA 


By a Correspondent 


The amendment to Law 16 of the 
Constitution of the London Board 
for Shechita which would allow the 
Federation of Synagogues to be 
represented on: the Board's Ecclesi- 
astical Authorities, when such repre- 
ecntative is “acting under the 
authority of the Chief Rabbi,” was 
approved by the Exccutive Commit- 
lee at ‘its mecting on Wednesday. 


The President of the Board, Mr. 
S. Boxer, made a satement to the 
mecting setting out the protracted 
negotiations which had been con- 
ducted with the Federation and the 
Chief Rabbi to arrive at a formula 
which would be acceptable to all 
parties. Mr. Boxer said that the 
President of the Federation, Mr. M. 
Lederman, bad fepeatedly stated that 
he agreed that the nomination of a 
rabbi from the Federation to serve 
&s an eccciesiastical authority to the 
Board should be made only after first 
obtaining the approval of the Chief 
Rabbi. But. said Mr. Boxer, Mr. 
Lederman did not want the words 
“with the approval of the Chief 
Rabbi” to appear as part of the 
amendment to the Law. 

It was, therefore, agreed by the 


Hon. Officers of the Board, Mr. 
Boxer went on, that in order to 
accommodate Mr. Lederman the 
word “ when” be inserted in Law 16. 

The Law. as amended, and which 
is to be submitted to the next meet- 
ina of the Board on March WO for 
adoption, would read as follows: 

“ All religious matters cennected with 
shechita shall be under the centro] of the 
ecclessastical authorities who arc: 

(1) The Chief Rabbi of the United 
Hebrew Congregations of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. and. when 
acting under his authority, the following 
person | 

ia) The London Beth Din or any of 
iis members ; 

ib) The Principal Rabbi of the 
Federation of Synagogues or a rabbi 
nominated by them ; 

(2) . The Haham or such other person 
as may for the time bcing constitute 
the eccjestastical authority of the Spanish 
and Portuguese Jews of Great Britain.” 


“ UNSATISFACTORY ”

ARGUMENT AT FEDERATION 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The Federation's ultimatum was 
Issued on Monday when the Gencral 
Council passed a resolution which 
stated that it agreed “in principle” 
to the Hon. Officers’ recommendation 
to set up their own shechita organisa- 
tion, and that the principle would 
become reality if the London Board 
for Shechita did not agree to allow 
the Federation representation on its 
Ecclesiastical Authorities. 

The resolution, passed after more 
than two hours of argument among 
the 200 members of the Council, 
empowered the Hon. Officers to set 
up a shechita organisation as soon 
as practicable and allowed the 


Shechita Advisory Committee, set up 
by the Executive, to prepare a detailed 
plan for presentation to the General 
Council, as soon as possible, for the 
implementation of the scheme. 
There was a proviso which said that 
should a satisfactory agreement be 
reached with the London Board the 
question would be reconsidered. 
Another resolution was passed 
which confirms the establishment of 
‘the existing Rabbinical Court of the 
Federation, known as the Rabbinate 
of the Federation of Synagogues. 
Rabbi J. H. Cymerman is to pre- 
side over all. sessions of the Rab- 
binate pending the appointment. of a 
Principal Rabbi, and it is intended

Presenting the case on the shechita 
issue, Mr. M. Lederman, the President 
of the Federation. said that the ques- 
tion of direct representation of the 
Federation Rabbinate on the Ecclesi- 
astical Authorities of the London 
Board for Shechita was first raised 
about cight years ago. The Chief 
Rabbi had repeatedly urged the Board 
to amend its constitution to provide 
for such representation. And. said 
Mr. Lederman, the Board had failed 
to carry out the directive of the Chief 
Rabbi. who had assured them that 
his decision was final 

When’ in 1956 the Federation had 
appointed a Principal Rabbi [now 
Davan M. Swift] there was still no 
invitation from the Board for 
Shechita. said Mr. Lederman, and that 
was “one of the reasons which caused 
the resignation of the Principal 
Rabbi.” 

On January 14. 1960, after the 
Chief Rabbi had left for his holiday 
abroad, the President of the Board 
for Shechita wrote stating that the 
Board had requested an alteration in 
the Chicf Rabbi's formula. “ We also 
received a letter from the President of 
the United Synagogue stating that this 
formula was not acceptable to them,” 
Mr. Lederman added. 


“J.C.” Criticised 


Mr. Lederman then criticised what 
he described as “the remarkable 
editorial” that appeared in_iast 
week's issue of .. Im JEWISH 
Cwronicie. The writer of the article 
concerned himself. he said, with the 
prestige of the Chief Rabbinate. 

“ Our dispute is clearly not with the 
Chief Rabbi. if the Board for 
Shechita had accepted his decisions 
the matter would have been closed 
long ago.” 

Mr. Lederman added that he had 
sent a letter to the Chief Rabbi 
appealing to him “at this critical 
Stage “ to save the situation. 

The discussion was opened by Mr. 
(’. Levy (Springfield Synagogue), who 
said that the President's statement was 
100 per cent justified. 

Mr. T, Arran suggested that the 
matier be postponed. “Let us do 
this so that the Board for Shechita 
‘cannot say “We cannot act under 
duress.” Let us wait for two days.” 

Mr. ft. Ragol-Levy asked what were 
the disabilities that the Federation 
would suffer by not haying its own 
representative on the Board's 
Ecclesiastical Authorities? ‘“‘ No one 
has yet told me what we should 
suffer. We have no financial obliga- 
tions to the Board.” 

Mr. H. Ragol-Levy said: “ We are

going to split the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity from top to bottom. I am 
going to ask you to support the post- 
ponement for a short period.” 

At this stage Mr. M. Webber put 
forward an amendment calling on the 
Hon, Officers of the Federation to 
prepare a detailed plan for the imple- 
mentation of the scheme. 

A charge that the Federation had 
no mandate to form its own shechita 


from the great rabbis here and in 
Israel on this point, was made by 
Mr. M. Grynhatis. He asked how 
the Council could vote on such an 
important matter without first find- 
_ ing out the views of the synagogues 
in the Federation. 

Mr. S. Goldberg (Stamford Hill 
Beth Hamedrash) said that the Beth 
Hamedrash had that day received a 
telegram from the Chief Rabbi's 
secretary which read: “The Chief 
Rabbi emphatically opposes any pro- 
posal for separate shechita.” 

Mr. Lederman called for a unani- 
mous decision on the issue. He sug- 
gested that the Council accept the 
amendment of Mr. Webber and that 
it be incorporated in the main 
resolution. 

The resolution was then put and, 
according to Mr. Lederman, it was 
carried unanimously, despite the fact 
that some hands were raised in 
opposition!

WOLFSON GRANT FOR 
ROYAL SOCIETY 


The Isaac Wolfson Foundation has 
made a grant of £200,000 to the 
Royal Society to endow a special 
Wolfson Research Professorship. 

The first holder of the professor- 
ship has yet to be appoimted, It ts 
announced that he will be a dis- 
tinguished British scientist who “ will 
work in the physical sciences or their 
borderlines with biology.”

with Hitler, and the Council members 
who did it very soon recanted. If 
comparisons are to be made I would 
rather look to the occupant of another 
post almost as hazardous as the Presi- 
dency of the Federation. For it is 
rather to Khruschev than to the 
Fiihrer that Mr. Lederman bears some 
resemblance. Both are tough, shrewd, 
and, above all, folksy. 

The President has acquired a tech- 
nique of his own in dealing with his 
turbulent Council. “I do not think 
any great orator—and I am not one— 
could have explained the position 
better or clearer than I did.’ Mr. 
Lederman is very conscious of the 
real sense of grievance and inferiority 
compicx which his members feel 
vis-a-vis the “ Big Brother” of what 
he euphemistizalty calls “ another 
synagogal body.” “It is you who are 
made to look foolish,” he told the 
Council, “You have been made a 
laughing stock and have been cheated 
for years of your rights.” He spoke 
of the dignity which the Federation 
has and of the status for which it 
must fight. He told them that the 
Board for Shechita had been for 150 
years an independent body. But, 
alas, today, he said, it has become 
“an instrument of only one synagogal 
organisation.” 

Mind you, he almost overdid it. 
For when the representative of the 
Stamford Hill Beth Hamedrash waved 
in front of the meeting a cable 
received by his congregation stating 
that the Chief Rabbi was “emphati- 
cally opposed” to any proposal for 
Separate shechita, it became .obvious 
that a considerable section of the 
Council was worried in case the com- 
munity be split “from top to 
bottom ” and kashrut weakened if the 
Executive resolution were adopted. 
One member said: “You cannot 
drop an atom bomb on the Board 
for Shechita,” and many more pleaded 
for delay. 


This put Mr. Lederman on a spot; 


he had to perform a balancing act on 
a rope that became tighter as the 
debate proceeded. For he had to con- 
vince the Board for Shechita that he 
was not bluffing, while at the same 
time allay fears about the practical 
consequences of the resolution When 


he said: “We are not going to se 
up our own shechita tomorrow, a 
unkind voice retorted: “Are We 
ever ?” Some members wanted to 


know what separate shechita woul 
cost. The President never told them. 

And so it went on for more than 
two hours, and it was difficult to guess 
what the outcome would be u af 
amendment (to defer the decision % 
Set up a‘ separate shechita organise 
tion) was put to the vote.

He added 
that they hoped shortly to come to a 
decision. 

Sir Lestum Prummer (Lab., Dept- 
ford) declared that decent opinion was 
shocked by the subterfuge of the 
Federal Government in making it as 
difficult as possible for the victims of 
Nazism to get proper compensation. 

Mr. Lloyd rejected Sir Leslie's 
remark about “suwhterfuge,” and said 
that. as he had previously made clear, 
ethical rather than legal consimera- 
tions should prevail and he hoped it 
would be regarded in that light. —

Students Stage Exhibition 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Records of some of the monstrous 


sentences allegedly passed on Jews 
and others during the war by Ger- 
man judges who continue to hold 


high judicial office in West Germany, 
have been collected by three Oxford 
students. 

The students, Richard Gott. 
Martin Gilbert, and Stephen Clarke. 
have obtained photographic copies 
of documents in the possession of a 
West Berlin University teacher, Rein- 
hardt Strecher,. who has for years 
been carrying out research into the 
Nazi associations of leading West 
German personalities. 

An exhibition of the documents 
was held in Oxford last week and 
was visited by a considerable number 
of undergraduates and dons. includ- 
ing Professor Trevor-Roper, author 
of “ The Last Days of Hitler.” 

Two of the students, Gott and Gil- 
bert, have shown me the records of 
17 cases in which inhuman sentences 
were passed by 22 judges who are 
still in office and some of whom have 
actually gained promotion under the 
West German Government. 

These sentences were passed “by 
special courts set up by the Nazis 
in Poznan and Prague. 


In one case a Jew, Richard Bloch. 


was sentenced to death in Prague 
because “he escaped from the ghetto 
and stayed in the Protectorate 
unregistered.” Beatrix Doleja, a 
maid. was also sentenced to death 
because “she helped the Jew Bloch. 


She also loses her civil rig 
petuity.

had stolen in Poland alone was 
something in the neighbourhood otf 
£10 billion. Some estimates were 
even higher than that. 

Not a single penny of these vast 
sums has been repaid. So far no 
Polish Jew has ever received any 
reparations whatsoever. Efforts 
made by some of the survivors to 
claim reparations from Western 
Germany for property which they 
know was taken away by the 
Germans after entering Poland, 
have so far not met with any 
SUCCESS. 

The Congress of Polish Jews will, 
therefore, have to take up this just 
claim against Germany. Even if it 
is impossible to establish the full 
value of the Jewish property which 
the Germans took out of Poland 
there js ample evidence to prove 
that much of this property is still 
in the hands of Germans. Jewish 
survivors who had occasion to visit 
Germany after the war came back 
with reports that they had seen 
many Jewish valuables in the homes 
of prosperous Germans in_ the 
Federal Republic. None of these 
have been returned. The Congress 
of Polish Jews will have to collect 
all the evidence and establish a 
claim. 

Apart from these vital issues 
there are many others connected 
with the life and activities of Polish 
Jews in many countries. There 1s 
the question of the Landsman- 
schaften, many of which still exist 
in the United States. They have 
also sprung up in considerable 
numbers in France. Could not 
these be reorganised and grouped

Housing is not unduly expensive 
in Israel, but owing to the archaic 
rent restrictions act there has been 
no building for rent for many years. 
A prospective settler must either 
buy his own dwelling—flat owner- 
ship is the rule—or pay key-money. 
Buying would usually be the better 
bargain of the two for British 
settlers, since this enables them to 
sell or bequeath their flat as needs 
be. 

A two-roomed flat, with dinette 
and balcony, costs anything from 
£7000. The Histadrut-owned 
“Shikun” Housing Company has 
been offering flats for sale in hard 
currency at what amounts to a very 
favourable exchange-rate.. The 
Jewish Agency subsidiary Rassco, 
which specialises in “ middle-class 
building,” is planning to build a 
small housing estate for retired 
settlers from the West. 


Those who can afford £5,000 can 
buy a house in the really smart 
garden suburb at Savyon, half an 
hour’s drive from the centre of 
Tel Aviv. At Savyon, with its 
architect-designed houses each on

AGADIR 


THE Agadir earthquake disaster, 
whieh has horrified the world, has 
brought with it both a heightened 
awareness of the evanescence of 
man's material security and a fecl- 
ing of common humanity which 
franscends national boundaries. 
The aid which has come from al! 
parts of the world is an eflective 
expression of this sympathy 


But it is sad, nevertheless, that 
even in the face of this dreadful 
natural disaster man-made hostil- 
ties have not been allowed to lapse. 
lt is deplorable, indeed revolting, 
that Caio “Showld have attempted 
to make political capital out of the 
calamity by blaming it upon the 
French atomic explosion. More- 
over, in consequence of her mem- 
bership of the Arab League, 
Morocco has refused out of hand 
offers of aid which came trom the 
isracli Magen David Adom. Worse 
still; the ban .on postal links with 
Israci has not been relaxed even 
at this most harrowing time, and 
former inhabitants of Agadir now 
resident in Israel have no eflective 
means of ascertaining the fate of 
their relatives who remained in the 
earthquake city 

But our main attention must 
obviously be turned ‘to the 
survivors.” The residual Jewish 
community at Agadir has been 
particularly hard hit and, although 
Jews will naturally have contri- 
buted to every relief effort, it to 
be hoped that they will, in addition, 
give generously to the special Fund 
which THe Jewisu CHRONICLE has 
scl up he community is tortu- 
nate that the Central British Fund, 
which is to distribute this Fund, 
has remained effectively in exis- 
tence. ht has the personne! and 
experience to act on behalf of the 
community when a crists of this 
nature occurs Without wt ad 


and. inevitably. less efficient 
machinery would have to be set up 
Some Jewish survivors will 


doubtless find their way to. the 
main cenires of Jewish lite at 
Casablanca and langters where 
Jewish organisations, partacularly 
the -Jomt Dnistridution Committee, 
will be well placed to heip them, 
provided thes have sufficient funds 
Others, however, are likely to pre- 
fer emigration to Israe! where they 
have near relatives and where 
opporiunities hor rehabilitation 
exist. It is to be hoped that the 
Moroccan authorities will respond 
to the sympathy extended from the 
world at hkirge by allowing con- 
siderations of humanity to over- 
rule political calculations, and in 
this instance, at least, permit those 
unfortunate survivors who wish to 
do so to leave the country in peace. 


FERVOUR AND 
DIGNITY 
Purim the East European 
Jew would show that he had for- 
gotten neither how to enjoy him- 
self nor how to laugh at himself. 


At this period of the vear his 
religion sat lightly upon him. The 


Purim /“spielers™; the extra 
dram fof strong drink: the 
boistefous disapproval of Haman 


and all his works; the satirising of 
sacred texts ; the sending of gifts to 
friends; the “hamantaschen” and 
other Jewish equivalents of “cakes 
and ale” generated a sense of 
relief from what might otherwise 
have been a crushing weight of 
religious obligation. 

The Western Jew has different 
idvas of what is becoming. Faith 
for him is generally expressed in 
more sober terms. Bul serious 
students of the Jewish scene have 
questioned whether something of 
value has not been lost in the pro- 
cess Of achieving decorum. . They 
argue that Judaism in Western 
lands respectable, that it has 
lost. 4he common touch. _ Folk- 
lore. has tts place. in a religion like 
Judaism so closely bound up with 
the fate of the Jewish people. The 
warmth and vitality of the sfedtel 
are ‘Sadly missing from Jewish life 
in New York, London, and Paris. 


But there was darkness as well 
as light in the siedtel, and it is 
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neither healthy nor progressive to 
adopt its mores as the pattern for 
our religious life. In Anglo-Jewry 
one can observe, at times, a revolt 
against Victorian ideas of “pro- 
pricty which expresses itself in a 
contempt for the solid English 
virtues and in the steady infiltra- 
tion of views and customs that 
are artificial to our  environ- 
ment. For the changes have not 
always been for the better. The 
tolerant Anglo-Jewish type of 
piety of former years had much to 
commend it. Those who deplore 
its gradual disappearance are not 
the die-hards they are made out to 
be but ‘responsible persons who 
cannot bear to witness the hard- 
won gains in Jewish refinement 
risked im a feverish attempt to 
return to the ghetto. 


The antithesis between Oriental 
fervour and Occidental dignity 1s 
a false one. There is no valid 
reason why we should not have 
both. We need the Purim atmo- 
sphere to save us from taking life 
too seriously. But let not our 
folk-enthusiasts forget that Purim 
comes but once a yeal and that, 
in the words of the well-known 
jingle, “ Today is Purim. tomorrow, 
the feast is over.’

TRAVERS HERFORD 


A HUNDRED years ago there was 
born in Manchester a Christian 
who was to make a permanent 
contribution to the understanding 
of Judaism, Robert Travers Her- 
ford. A Unitarian Minister. he 
afterwards became librarian of Dr. 
Williams's Library. His earliest 
book was “ Christianity in Talmud 
and Midrash,” a work which js still 
of mportance, though Herford was 
neither the first nor the last in that 
field. But his permanent contri- 
bution is more concentrated—the 
proper understanding of Pharisaism 
just at that moment in its history 
when New Testament writers were 
creating the stereotvpe of a group 
at once contemptible and detest- 
able which has dominated all 
subsequent Christian literature. His 
“ Pharisaism: Its Aim and 
Method ~ appeared in !912, in the 
decade when that great trinity 
of Jewish scholars, Schechter, 
Abrahams. and Montefiore. were 
immensely helped in their battle 
for the reinterpretation of the first 
Christian century by this brilliant 
and penetrating contribution from 
one who was not a Jew. Hertord’s 
later works, “ Judaism in the New 
Testament Period” and “ Talmud 
and Apocrypha,” were amplifica- 
tions of his earlier thesis, that the 
creative Spiritual centre of Judaism 
in that century was neither in apoca- 
lyptic nor.in Hellenistic inte:pre- 
tations, but in Pharisaism. [1 was 
Hertford who first courageously 
exposed the evil of accepting ai its 
face value the New Testament 
picture of the Pharisees as the 
opponents of Jesus, showing it to

In 1768 the young Htahan doctor 
issued a collection of fine poems 
and sonnets called Bene 
ha-Ne urem Phe Olisprings 
Youths.” The edition was limited 
to 100. copies The book has the 
appearance of real luxury, beth as 
regards tvpe and paper. The poems 
written in verv Biblical Hebrew. 
and modelled on Itahan sonnets of 
Petrarch and others, are part ol

Basically, Hebrew did not strike 
deep roots in England. From 1768 
to 1837. when. Victoria became 
Queen, just over a hundred small! 
books were printed here, and the 
majority of these were liturgica! 
works of some kind or another 
Occasionally, however, a booklet 
appeared of fnterest other than 
liturgical, as, for example, the 
booklet by Abraham Hamburg,

Early in the summer of 1947 two 
Beduin shepherds, while looking for 
a strayed goat of their flock amid 
the rocky terrain on the North-West 
shore of the Dead Sea, chanced upon 
a cave, now known as the first Qum- 
ran Cave. that was found to contain 
a number of documents, written in 
Hichbrew and Aramaic on 
Thus began the exciting story of the 
discovery of the now famous Dead 
Sea Scrolls to which chapter after 
chapter has already been added as a 
result of subsequent investigations 
and fresh discoveries in the region, 
with the end of the story not yet m 
sight. 


Many Fragments

The collection 
also includes the “Covenant of 
Damascus,” generally known as the 
Zadokite Documents.” which were 
discovered by Solomon Schechter at 
the Cairo Genizah in 1898. and pub- 
lished by tim im 1910, but which 
have both linguistic and ideological 
affinities with the new texts 

The editor has mtroduced his work 
by a short yet most informative sur- 
vey in Hebrew. and summarised in 
English, of the principal problems— 
literary, historical religious. and 
linguistic-—of the scrolls He has 
also furnished the several texts with 


brief, but illuminating. notes. He 
maintains that the members of the 
sect were Sadducets At the same 


time he is modest enough to admit 
that his conclusions are not fully 
proven, and that there is as yet no 
absolute certainty as to who were the 
dramatis persona of the scrolls.

fhe editor has also revised the read- 
ings suggested by him in the earlier 
edition for the lacunz which occur 
in the scrolls, in many cases adopting 
new readings.

It is painful and bordering on the 
churlish to find fault with this 
gencrous tribute by his pupils to one 
of the greatest Jewish historians of 
our day, but it is not only the pedant 
who will deplore the fact that in this 
book some of the basic canons of 
modern historical writing have been, 
at times, blithely overlooked. 

The transliteration of Hebrew, for 
example, is exceedingly erratic: in 
one article both G and K are used by 
the same author to represent the 
letter Ooph In another, a disregard 
for the most clementary standards of 
historical mvestigation is cioaked but 
not concealed by a smooth facility in 
English. Too many of the essays con- 
tain sweeping generalisations. unsup- 
ported by evidence. In popular books 
copious footnotes and detailed 
references to sources can be a wear 
ness of the flesh. but in a scholarly 
work. of this kind, as Baron has 
demonstrated in his own great works, 
full documentation is a vital necessity. 

This is not to say that the book is 
without value. All. the essays are 
stimulating and they cover the widest 
range, from the early Biblical period 
down to Jewish immigration§ in 
London in the 1880s and contem- 
porary American Jewish life. No 
student of Jewish life and thought 
will peruse this volume without con- 
siderable gain. If the essay of Samuc! 
K. Mirsky .is singled out as an 
example. this is only because the 
present reviewer found it especially 
interesting writes with 
insight and crudition on the different 
types of lectures tn the’ Babylonian 


academies (imecidentally, the late

The editors were probably mistaken 
in limiting the contributions in this 
Festschrift to Dr. Baron’s own pupils, 
amd thus depriving us of the benefit 
of essays by world-renowned scholars 
who would have wished to associate 
themselves with a tribute to one of 
the most distinguished of their 
number. As it is, the verdict must be 
recorded that in this fat volume there 
is a good slim volume waiting - to 
get out.

larly important, and hitherto 
unknown work, the Apocryphal 
Genesis, which is the only one of the 
seven whole scrolls which is written 
in Aramaic. Even though the editor 
might not have considered it to come 
within the purview of the book

collection.

LIBRARY'S UNIQUE 
COLLECTION 


Sin,—-In vour otherwise admirable 
account of the meeting held in con- 
nection with the attempt to raise 
further funds for the work of the 
Wiener and Parkes libraries you give 
the impression that my own contribu- 
tion to the discussion was concerned 
only with the libraries’ contribution 
to the “ re-education " of the Germans. 

Such was not my intention Ihe 
safeguarding of Germany against a 
repetition of 1933-45 is, and must, be 
primarily a matter for Germans, and 
it us they who must finally come to 
face the facts of their own history. 
This does not mean, of course, that 
scholars in other countries cannot help 
those Germans who, to their credit, 
have devoted themselves to this task, 

My immediate concern is not with 
the Germans, but with the rest of the 

world, where the passage of time and 
political opportunism tend to. force 
these memories -into the background. 
Ihe ignorance and indifference ‘here 
is the danger. AS a prominent (non- 
Jewish) figure in the educational world 
has written to me since the meeting : 
“IT am genuinely troubled by how 
little the present generation of 
younger students know about the 
‘thirties ; how we can keep them alive 
to these dangers which emerge from 
human nature.” 

The particular advantage that the 
Wiener Library in particular has con- 
ferred upon this country is that it has 
provided a unigue collection of source 
material for historians of the recent 
past, and can be used to check by 
reference to the facts any attempt to 
distort it. Jt represents an intellectual 
arsenal in the fight against totali- 
‘tarsanism, as the Parkes Library does 
in its own field of Jewish-Christian 
relations. [It is for this broader 
purpose, the “re-education™ and 
education of all of .us, that the two 
hbraries deserve the widest possible 
measure of support.

low standard of Jewish sport in

Only when Maccabiah year 


approaches is there a measure of 
co-operation among the sports 
organisations, but even then there 
is quite an amount of dissension 
behind the scenes. 

Take the case of football. There 
are A.J.Y. and Maccabi Leagues, 
a Manchester and a Northern 
Jewish Soccer League, while a 
considerable number of Jewish 
teams play in non-Jewish leagues 
‘rom my own observations there 
is very litle co-ordination between 


these organisations, apart from a 
few annual matches.

GREAT BOXERS 


BENNY 


A boxer who reached champion- 
ship class and -yet in his youth fought 
just for cups of tea at youth clubs 
was Benny Caplan—now bus 
inspector and happy and snug in a 


nice house in Stamford Hill, London. 


He has put on a lot of weight 
since the days when he beat McGrory 
in 1938 and then later the same year 
lost to the British featherweight 
champion, Spider Kelly, at Belfast. 

Seated in a comfortable armchair 
in the warmth of Caplan’s lounge 
one evening recently 1 listened to 
his boxing memories, 


He turned professional in 1931 after 
becoming British amateur feather- 
weight champion, He was proud of 
the fact that he never fought for 
small sums. He was paid £30 and

£50 for contests in those davs good 
money, too, at that time. But the 
most he ever earned for a bout was 
£650. 


Caplan is proud, too, of the boxers 


ring. 
He had his nose flattened by south- 
paw Freddie Miller, the world 
featherweight champion. The first 


time he fought: Miller the result was 
a draw. The return match was not 
for the championship. In the first 
round Benny cut Freddie’s eye. In 
the third round the other eve was 
cut. Then, said Benny, “J took my 
eyes off my opponent—someone was 
banging on the canvas (an old trick }— 
and Miller let go with his Sunday 
punch. Some instinct made me duck 
my head and I took the blow on my 
nose—and it was broken. He put 
me down about eight times after 
that,” he said, but with a smile. 

_ ‘Now “ heavyweight” Caplan is 48, 
is a boxing referee, and in that 
capacity is a member of the British 
Board of Boxing Control. “1 still 
remember my first fight—it was with 
Len Young—at school, after I chased 
him round the playground.” 

During the war Caplan ran a 
boxing show for charity at Luton. 
Later he went into business as a 
dry cleaner. But this failed and he 
went on the buses. He married in 
1935 and celebrates his silver wed- 
ding next June. He saw service in 
the army as a sergeant P.T. instructor. 

“ Yes, there is a future in boxing,” 
he said. “If you have the ability 
and are worldly wise.” As for the 
game itself. Well, Caplan thinks that 
it could be improved and that British 
boxers would have a better chance 
if the trainers were able to earn more 
money. That way the best men 


would come forward and stay.

GREAT BOXERS 


BENNY 


A boxer who reached champion- 
ship class and yet in his youth fought 
just for cups of tea at youth clubs 
was Benny Caplan—now a bus 
inspector and happy and snug in a 


nice house in Stamford Hill, London. 


He has put on a lot of weight 
since the days when he beat McGrory 
in 1938 and then later the same year 
lost to the British featherweight 
champion, Spider Kelly, at Belfast. 

Seated in a comfortable armchair 
in the warmth of Caplan’s lounge 
one evening recently I listened to 
his boxing memorics, 


He turned professional in 1931 after 
becoming British amateur feather- 
weight champion. He was proud of 
the fact that he never fought for 
small sums. He was paid £30 and

for contests in those days eood 
money, too, at that time. But the 
most he ever earned for a bout was 


£650. 


Caplan is proud, too, of the boxers 

he has met in the professional ring. 
He had his nose flattened by south- 
paw Freddie Miller, the world 
featherweight champion. The first 
time he fought Miller the result was 
a draw. The return match was not 
for the championship. In the first 
round Benny cut Freddie's eye. In 
the third round the other eve was 
cut. Then, said Benny, “I took my 
eyes off my opponent—someone was 
banging on the canvas (an old trick}— 
and Miller let go with his Sunday 
punch. Some instinct made me duck 
my head and I took the blow on my 
nose—and it was broken. He put 
me down about eight times after 
that,” he said, but with a smile. 
_ Now “ heavyweight” Caplan is 48, 
is & boxing referee, and in that 
capacity is a member of the British 
Board of Boxing Control. “1 still 
remember my first fight—it was with 
Len Young—at school, after I] chased 
him round the playground.” 

During the war Caplan ran a 
boxing show for charity at Luton. 
Later he went into business as a 
dry cleaner. But this failed and he 
went on the buses. He married in 
1935 and celebrates his silver wed- 
ding next June. He saw-service in 
the army as a sergeant P.T. instructor. 

“ Yes, there is a future in boxing,” 
he said. “If you have the ability 
and are worldly wise.” As for the 
game itself. Well, Caplan thinks that 
it could be improved and that British 
boxers woukid have a better chance 
if the trainers were able to earn more 
money. That way the best men 
would come forward and stay.

Brentano Sends Assurance

BONN 
Dr. von Brentano. the West Ger- 
man Foreign Minister, has sent a 


letter to Mr. Benjamin Epstein. 
Director of the Anti-Defamation 
League of the B'nai B'rith in New 
York, stating that investigations 
against former leading Nazi officials 
who still occupy prominent positions 


in West Germany are now in 
progress. 
He stated that the West German 


authorities had not hesitated to accept 
meriminating documents produced 
by the East German Communists. 
The Federal German Government 
thought that the problems involved 
were first and foremost internal 
affairs concerning the Federal 
Republic and should be settled 
eg of foreign reaction. 

Dr. von Brentano added that pro-
